I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  and  state  of 
public  health  in  the  Colwyn  Rural  District  during  the  year  1970* 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with 
all  matters  within  ray  responsibility  regarding  public  health  and  preventive 
medicine  and  I have  included  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circular 
l/?l  (Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Offi  ce  (Health  Department). 


GbLJERAL. 

The  Colwyn  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  29,579  acres  and  is  almost 
entirely  agricultural,  but  has  a small  amount  of  industry  which  is  situ: ted  in 
the  Parish  of  Llanelwedd.  There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  district.  The 
permanent  site  for  the  Royal  7'relsli  Agricultural  Society  is  situated  at  Llanelwedd, 
the  annual  show  being  held  in  July  of  each  year.
